Explanation of Purposes. 

“The Missouri Public Expendi- 
ture Survey,” Arnett said, “is a 
fact-finding, not a fault-finding, or- 
ganization. It does not stand for 
reduction in taxes through the im- 
pairment of public service, but it 
- gtands for the greatest economy in 
government consistent with effi- 
cient service.” 

Five field men work out of the 
Jefferson City office of the Survey. 
They encourage the formation of 
county groups, and in less than 
four months 20 local organizations 
in 18 counties have been formed. 
After the local set-up is completed 
it is a unit to itself, the State 
headquarters serving as a clearing 
house for information obtained in 
other counties. The interest 
aroused in each county is expected 
to exert influence on officials in 
the State government as well as 
on local officials. 

The objectives of the or 
tion are set out in its statement 
of principles and policies as fol- 
lows: 

“To focus the spotlight of public 
attention upon the increasingly se- 
rious tax problem. 

“To attack the ever-mounting 
burden of taxes at its source, pub- 
lic expenditures. 

“To scrutinize every dollar of 
public expenditure so that waste, 
inefficiency and duplication shal! 
be eliminated. Thus, more worth- 
while governmental services may 
be augmented without increasing 
the already heavy tax load, and 
citizens may be assured of a full 
dollar’s value for every dollar of 
tax outlay. 

“To adhere at all times to proven 
facts, without prejudice, partisan- 
ship or politics. 

“To foster economy and effi- 
elency in public administration in 
the interest of improving the eco- 
nomic status and standard of liv- 
ing of citizens of the community.
